Homoseuality: Tte Causes and Cure, 


Albert Ellis, Ph, D., with 


‘an Introduction and Terminal Essay by Donsld Webster Cory, Lyle 


Stuart, Inc., New York, 1965, 

If this new book were to be 
Ellis! last statenent on the 
subject of homosexuality, ve 
would have cause for a sign of 
Telicf, fut he warns therein 
that he and Cory have yet ano- 
ther volume in progress, and, 
we are told, this will be an 
even more Complete testanent 
to their shrine that all homo- 
sexuals are ipso facto neurot- 
ie and a significantly large 
percentage are even borderline 
psychotic. 

Tn the prosent volune, in 
support of his conclusion, he 
paints the following picture 
of the male who is exclusively 
homosexual: "He tends to think 
loosely snd, consequently, to 
have a great deal of difficul- 
ty in meking the finer dis 


criminations that are neces- 
sary if one is to have ade~ 
quate social relations. ie 


has an exceptionally low opin- 
ion of himself, thinks nega- 
tively most of the time, and 
constantly blames hinself and 
or others." In addition, ne 
is on the verge of @ nervous 
breakdown. 

Frequently, Ellis says, the 
homosexual is anhedonic, a 
job hopper, has fun only when 
he is drunk or hopped up on 
drugs, he is "woefully" depen- 
dent on others, "horribly" de- 
pressed, and often lonely in a 
crowd. 

The above description, in- 
pists Or. Ellis, is what "ono 
will almost certainly see is 
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the average homosexual ," 

On the basis of factual ob- 
servation alone, Ellis' theory 
must fall from the veight of 
its inaccuracies. The trouble 
is, however, there is enough 
truth and popular support to 
his allegations to make them 


both difficult and unpopular 
to dispute. 
First off, society has a 


vested interest in the myth of 
the sick homosexual for by c~ 
cepting this categorization 
whole cloth, the issues of ac- 
ceptability and desirability 
can be tactfully avoided. The 
man in the street, often fol- 
lowed by vague honosexual men~ 
ories and desires, prefers to 
relegate the "problem" to any 
areas that are beyond his im- 
mediate control. Thus, we see 


@ reliance on therapists and 
pelicenen to deal with the 
millions of homosexual indiv- 
iduals. 


From the homosexual's stand- 
point, adjustment to the seen- 
ingly intolerable pressures of 
society is often precarious 
and Ellis is net far from the 
truth in indicating more than 
a casual relationship between 
homosexuality and psychologic 
disturbances 

MORE SEXUAL 

Amid our antisexual culture 
of today, the homosexual is 
made to bear the brunt of our 
general negative attitudes to- 
ward sex in general. The ho- 
mosexual is equated, and e~ 


quates himself, as more sexual 
than hono and this distortion 
tends to exaggerate the whole 
focus. ‘the homosexual 1s. ima- 
gined to be frankly sexual in 
a non-conformist way when the 
society is unwilling to accept 


frank sexuality even in con- 
formist areas. 
PENALTIES 
Tf, indeed, there is a sig- 
nificantly higher level of, 
psychological disturbance in 
honosexuals than in the pepu- 


lation as a whole, a culture 
that penalizes homosexual ac- 
tivity by calling it immoral, 


illegal, sick, perverted, an- 
ti-social, and harmful ‘con- 
tributes measurably to this 


state. That any homosexual e- 
yer survives this oblique kind 
of treatment with a semblance 
of mental health is a testa- 
ment to the ability of the hu- 
man mind to rebound from ad~ 
versity. 

Cory warns in his intredue~ 
tion that Ellis may not be 
dismissed quickly even if ve 
refuse to accept some of his 
basic premises, If you are 
willing to divorce the discus- 
sion of sexual reconditioning 
from pseudo scientific consid- 
erations, you will find, as 
Ellis, Bieber, Bergler, Ro- 
bertielli, et al have found-- 
some small number of individu- 
als are both villing and able 
to make modifiestions in their 
setual behavior. ‘These modi~ 
fications are never the drama- 
tie phenomena implied by this 
book's title, and are mainly 
variations in degree. Persons 
with bi-sexual interest can 
change the balance of their 
behavior so that @ higher per- 
centage, after therapy, is of 
a heterosexual nature. This 
isa far cry, however, from 
taking exclusive homosexuals 
and converting them into ex- 
clusive heterosexuals, 


Further, for all individuals 
who alter their behavior in a 
heterosexual direction, there 
48 a corresponding number who 
become more homosexual through 
use of the therapeutic situa- 
tion. 

Curiously enough, in this 
volume that promises = "cure!! 
for honosexuality, one of the 
first rules that Ellis advan- 
ces for success in sexual re- 
orientation is accepting the 
Fact that little er no change 
will come about. "It is," he 
says, "unrealistic to try to 
eradicate the homosexual's de- 
sire for menbers of his own 
sex." [Emphasis in original.] 
What is "realistic," then, one 
might assume, is to convince 
homosexuals to perform hetero- 
‘sexually in spite of their de- 
sire to do otherwise. One 
cannot question the accuracy 
of this position, only its va- 


jue. 
EXCLUSIVITY 

For consistency's sake, by 
this kind of reasoning, heter~ 
osexuals are sick because they 
failed to give honosexuality a 
fair trial. Further, if, as 
Ellis allows, the compulsive 
exclusivity of homosexuality 
is the danger, then, one could 
argue, the compulsive exclusi- 
vity of heterosexuality 1s al- 
so @ cause for concern. 

Ellis discusses homosexual 
aversion to heterosexual sex 
as if it is a unique phenonen— 
on. Comparable reactions ex- 
ist within heterosexuals as 
they project thenselves into 
homosexual situations. 

Underlying the entire dis- 
cussion of change lies the a~ 
‘sumption that change to heter— 
osexuality is desirable. But, 
for most persons, the allure 
of sexual re-orientation is 
based solely upon the societal 
view that their behavior is

He 
claims that many of the hono- 
phile leaders are both irra- 
tional and self defeating in 
their refusal to give serious 
consideration to writers who 
disagree with their own posi- 
tions. Though Cory's claim is 
too sueeping and ignores the 
core of leaders vho are well 
versed in the behavioral, soc- 
ial and psychologic sciences, 
his criticism should be heeded 
by those who would wish to be 
considered spokesmen snd who 
know little of these topics, 

As for his so-called *Term— 
inal Essay," the most thet can 
be kindly Seid of Cory is that 
ho spends eight and one half 
pages trying to prove that all 
homosexuals are size queens. 

Ellis has developed a system 
of psychotherapy called Ra- 
tional Therapy (RT) and disre- 
garding his clain that it can 
be used more successfully in 
sexual re-orientation than o- 
ther therapies, it deserves 
the most serious possible con- 
siderstion. Like Recovery, 
Inc., FT deals with the here 
and now problems in an effort 
to develop within the patient 
a fresh outlook on life. Tt 
differs from more conventional 


therapies in that it almost 
completely disregards deep in- 
vestigation into the past. lle 
encourages persons to face the 
day to day problems head on 
and has structured a  philoso- 
phy thet calls for a recogni- 
tion that it is not so much 
the specifics in our lives 
that cause us concern, but the 
nental attitudes ve have toward 
them, 
DRUM RESTATEMENT 

His closing chapter is @ re- 
statement of the article he 
wrote for the October DRUM, in 
which he says, for instance, 
that though a’ homosexual may 
clearly recognize that he is 
living in a society that xe- 
gards hic sex acts negatively, 
there is no reason for the 
sane individual to accept the 
social judgement and think of 
hinself as evil, inferior, or 
make other judgements 2s to 
his value as a hunan being. 

In these terms, Ellis is one 
of the most liberal and advan- 
ced psychologists writing to- 
day for he can, in one breath, 
say he feels all honoscxuals 
are wrong and, in the seme 
sentence, claim that he in- 
tends to both protect the in- 
dividual's right to be wrong 
and to refrain from attempting 
to castigate hin for his tran- 
sgression. 

As. patronizing as the view 
may appear, it is a far ery 
from those who are not quite 
sure that homosexuals should 
not be sent to various concen- 
tration camps and slowly, if 
not painfully, eliminated, 

It might be said that where 
others over-complicate, Fllis 
over-simplifies. He seems to 
disregard considerations which 


inelude the vital information 
that sexual orientations do 
not exist unto thenselves and 
are an integral part of an in- 
dividual 's total value system. 
lle seems to suggest that the 
value systen of a 33 year old 
man can be altered much like 
one would change a tie or suit 
and to think that the choice 
of sexual object (certainly a 
fimly entrenched proclivity) 
could ever be altered with 
ease and rapidity would be to 
allow to mankind powers that 
it has never before demonstra- 
ted.

(Continued from page 3) of gay bar owners, a few book sellers 
and perhaps, the publishers of DRUM, mo one seems to be con- 
cerned about these needs 

The San Francisco Mardi Gras Ball (DRUM, Nay), for instance, 
was an active step towards removing the clock of nystery and 
intrigue surrounding homosexuals acting in a purely social man- 
ner, The benefits from this kind of program transcend the in- 
mediate joy of the event, for from it, the participants and 
citizens generally can foel less uneasy about being themselves. 

In direct contradistinction, other organization events fairly 
shriek with a denial of honosexuality as an entity and honosex- 
uals as human beings. In constantly asscciating the movenent 
with the essentially true, though not altogether useful view 
that honosexuals are identical with heterosexuals in all areas 
other than that of choice of sexual object, the individusl ho- 
mosexal is further alienated fron the groups designed to at~ 
tract him and iselated fron the community at large. 

Presenting homosexuals as disguised or slightly different 
heterosexuals is not altogether productive for what might be 
tered Heterosexual enlightenment, either, for the sane person 
who may feel the laws deserve revision will, if not given an 
opportunity, find second thoughts about public affairs st which 
homosexuals dance, drink alcoholic beverages and, possibly e~ 
ven dress in drag. 

If the honophile groups can serve a specific function, today, 
it can be scen as uplifting the average homosexual's view of 
himself and providing responsible means through which his indi- 
viduality can be demonstrated not as a rebellion against the 
traditional role of society, but as an affirmation of dignity 
and self-respect.
